"VRPR' DEMANDS U.S. TROOPS LEAVE KOREA

[Talk from ‘Chuche Banner’: "Withdrawal of U.S. Troops From South Korea Is 
Prerequisite to Fatherland's Rewnification"] 


[Text] For our people, suffering from national division, no task is more urgent 
than national remification. Why has this urgent task not been completed? The 
U.S. imperialists, who are obstructing national rewnification, occupying our 
country and interfering in her internal affairs, are the reason. The great leader 
Gen Kim Il-song, the lodestar of national rewification, has taught: “The 
fundawental obstacle t> national rewnification is the U.S. troops’ occupation of 
South Korea. Accordingly, a prerequisite to national rewmification is to drive 
the U.S. troops out of South Korea." 


As you know, the key to our country’s rewification is to drive the U.S. aggres- 
sive forces out of this land and establish national independence. It is an 
internal affairs of our nation which should be solved in accordance with the 
principle of national self-determination. Fundamentally speaking, all nations 
are equal and have the sacred right of self-determination. A nation can ensure 
its sovereignty and freedom and attain happiness and prosperity only when it 
realizes complete political self-determination and exercises its own rights. 

We know of no instance in history of a nation's sovereignty and independence 
being ensured when the nation was subject to foreign interference and occupation. 
To realize our country’s rewnification, which is an internal affair, we must 
ensure that the U.S. troops are withdrawn from this land. 


The logic that the withdrawal of the U.S. troops from this land is a prerequisite 
to national rewification is that the U.S. imperialists are the author of national 
division, the force obstructing national rewification and the source of all our 
misfortune. Replacing the Japanese imperialists, who were defeated in World 

War II, the U.S. imperialists occupied South Korea and turned the 38th parallel 
into a border line, subjecting our nation to national division. 


Not only did the U.S. imperialists divide our nation. They have also been 
obstructing our nation's will for rewification--in line with their belief in 
the strategic importance of the Korean peninsula--since they enforced military 














rule in this land and set up a puppet regime headed by Syngman Rhee. With the 

two Koreas plot as the backbone of their policy toward Korea, the U.S. imperialists 
are trying to fix the current division of Korea and go so far as to say that the 
withdrawal of U.S. troops from South Korea is wmthinkable. 


Owing to the two Koreas plot of the U.S. imperialists, the barrier of national 


“tvision is higher. Our nation, a homogenous people, is in danger of being 
divided forever. 


The U.S. troops in South Korea are an accomplice of the fascist Chon Tu-hwan group, 
who suppress our people's struggle for democracy and national rewmification. 

As the world knows, the U.S. imperialist troops have supported successive rulers 
who not only suppressed cur people but also turned this land into a place of 
fascist repression and a grave of democracy and civil rights. It was none other 
than the U.S. imperialist aggressive troops that instigated traitor Chon Tu-hwan 
to ruthlessly suppress our people's struggle for social democracy and national 
rewmification. It was none other than the South Korea-U.S. combined forces 
command that led the bestial massacre of the Kwangju uprisers who fought for 
democracy and national rewnification. 


The U.S. troops in South Korea are the author of the nation's division, the force 
against national rewnification and the source of all the wufferings of our 
people. Accordingly, to achieve the fatherland's rewification, we must see to 
it that the U.S. troops are withdrawn from this land. 


The reason why the withdrawal of U.S. troops from South Korea is a precondition 
for reunification is that the U.S. imperialists are war maniacs trying to trigger 
a new war and disturb peace on the Korean peninsula. Since the occupation of 
South Korea by the U.S. imperialists, there has been no peaceful day on the Korean 
peninsula. Since the miserable defeat in the waragainst the North which was 
triggered by them, the U.S. imperialists, far from drawing a lesson from the war, 
have triggered various provocations such as the armed spy boat incident, the spy 
plane incident and the Panmunjom incident. They have aggravated tension in this 
region. 


The U.S. imperialists are busy reinforcing the combat capabilities of the U.S. 
forces stationed in South Korea and the South Korean Army. They heave deployed 
several hundred nuclear weapons in South Korea to prepare for nuclear war. They 
have staged a war exercise to invade the North. The U.S. imperialists have 
inspired the Chon Tu-hwan ring to anticommmist confrontation and war. Because 
of such schemes for a new war by the U.S. imperialists, South Korea has become «a 
land of source of a new war, and the danger of war is increasing. 


All of these facts show that as long as the military occupation of South Korea 
by the U.S. imperialists and their schemes for division continue, tension on the 
Korean peninsula cannot end and the independent and peaceful rewmification of 
the country cannot be achieved. 


As mentioned earlier, the withdrawal of the U.S. forces from our country and an 
end to the U.S. imperialists’ intervention in the domestic affairs of our cowtry 
are a precondition for national rewnification at an early date. 














People at home and abroad are wanimously calling for the withdrawal of the U.S. 
forces from South Korea. The 30th UN Ceneral Assembly session adopted a resolv 
tion demanding the withdrawal of the U.S. forces from this land. Despite this, 
successive rulers in this land have tried to keep the U.S. forces in this land 
and to justify their presence with sophistries. 


In the so-called 22 January speech on state affairs, traitor Chon Tu-hwan did not 
speak even a word about the withdrawal of the U.S. forces from South ‘orea. 
Rather, he went so far as to express his will to develop relations with the 

United States from the present relationship as an ally to that of a companion 

und to set store by the treacherous military agreements concluded with the United 
States. Th2 Chon Tu-hwan ri\g is clamoring about the need for the U.S. occupation 
of South Korea. 


These facts eloquently show that the ballad of rewnification the Chon Tu-hwan 
ring is clamoring abou’: is no more than a deceptive sophistry designed to insult 
our people and to soothe world public opinion. 


Therefore, all patriotic masses who desire national rewification should join 

the struggle to smash the Chon Tu-hwan ring’s flunkeyist and treacherous schemes 
and to drive out the U.S. forces from this land. If the U.S. forces are withdrawn 
from South Korea, our masses can achieve rewification of the country independently 
and peacefully with our nation's own strength and under the principle of great 
national unity in conformity with the will and interests of our nation.

[Dialogue amc”, three wnidentified speakers from “Hour for Youths and Students” 
program] 


[Text] [First speaker] Recently it appears that the young intellectuals who go 
down to work sites are increasing. 


[Second speaker] Yes, that's right. College students often use the word “toward 
the lower sites." I met a Korean University student and asked him how his friends 
are doing these days. “Many students are going to work sites,” he replied. 


I asked: “Who are the students who go to the work sites?" “Those students who 
try to obtain money for school expenses, who want to provide labor services, who 
were expelled from school because of their struggle for campus democracy or who 
are mable to continue their study because of financial difficulties," he said. 


I think this is a trend among college students. 


There is a tendency for young intellectuals from the so-called first-class 
universities to quit their jobs at first-class enterprises and go to the work 
sites. There are many young intellectuals who marry female workers while working 
at the work sites. 


[Third speaker] Of course we could find such activities in the past. But such 
a tendency was very rare. 


[Second speaker] I think this indicates a bright prospect in bringing about «a 
new upsurge in the combination of the student movement and the labor movement. 


[First speaker] Why do the young intellectuals try to mingle with the working 
masses? 


[Second speaker] I think they have realized through their struggle that only 
when the student movement and the labor movement are closely combined can victory 
be ensured. 











As is known, the Seoul University students’ antifascist declaration announced 

in December 1980 pointed out: Without organized masses, fascism and dictatorship 
cannot be smashed. This is a lesson drawn from the student movement of the 1970's. 
History demands that we reflect on our past struegle and establish a new struggle 
posture for the future. The point is not whethy.1 we can struggle but in how we 
should struggle to smash enemies. The key forces of the antifascist struggle 

are the working masses who will be the main force of a rewified state. There- 
fore, when the struggle is led by organized working masses the antifascist struggle 
can win victory. 


As in the case of young intellectuals, including Yi Tae-pok, who were leading 
members of the National Democrat-.c Workers’ Union, these young intellectuals 
advocated that any movement for democratization without a mass foundation is 
destined to be destroyed before the powerful force of fascism and that an overall 
national liberation movement should be staged through a new labor movement for 
democracy. They said that to overcome the restri<tions imposed on their past 
struggles they should go down to the work sites and mingle with workers so they 
can find a new way tc struggle in the work sites. For this reason, they penetrated 
the broad masses and «re penetrating them today. 


[First speaker] Such a tendency is a matter of course and is desirable. 


[Second speaker] As we know, workers are suffering a miserable life, without the 
slightest degree of the rights to existence and freedom. They are the poorest 
sector in this land. They harbor resentment toward a society of contradictions 
where the rich get richer and the poor get poorer. They are the leading class 
of the South Korean revolution and have stronger unity and consciousness of 
revolution than any other classes in South Korea. Therefore, the main force of 
the antifascist struggle for democracy should be the working class. 


The Seoul University student I met recently said that apart from working masses, 
the leading force of the struggle for democracy, the victory of the struggle for 
democracy cannot be contemplated and that this has been proved by history. This 
is true. Isn't it? 


[First and third speakers] Yes, it is true. 


It was because of the firm wity of students and workers that the people could 
topple the Syngman Rhee regime in the 19 April popular uprising, drive traitor 
Pak Chong-hui to ruin in the October popular uprising and occupy Kwangju in the 
Kwangiu popular resistance. 


[First speaker] Now let us discuss what activities the young intellectuals are 
undertaking among the working masses. I think these young intellectuals are 
concentrating their main efforts on indoctrinating workers and organizing them so 
as to foster the working masses into a powerful democratic force. 


[Second speaker] That's right. The young intellectuals are conducting various 
activities among the working masses to enlighten and awaken them intellectually. 











I saw ove young intellectual makinp every effort to enlighten and awaken workers 
at a plant. The college student who mingles with workers in a plant in the 
Kuro industrial complex, works together with workers in the daytime and teaches 
them at night. He teaches them how to extricate themselves from poverty and so 
forth. Through these activities workers can be enlightened and awakened. Thus, 
they can become the leading force in the struggle for democracy. 


Let us take an example at the (Sopumg) Wig Company in the Kuro industrial complex. 
College students are reportedly enlightening female workers in thie plant. As 

a result of che activities by these students, last year the female workers 
regained their rights and won a victory in their struggle for wage increase. 


This is a good example showing that once they are properly enlightened and 
awakened, workers can powerfully demonstrate their great strength. 


[Third speaker] I think that these college students are also conducting activities 
to enlighten workers through publications. 


[Second speaker] Yes, they are. Tey are distributing various publications 
published by the Kwangmyong Publishing Company, such as the history of labor, 
the philosophy of labor, the masses and organization and South Korean labor 
problems. Along with this, they are criticizing contradictions in South Korean 
society and inspiring the class consciousness and class struggle of workers. 
Thus, they are actively conducting educational activities through publications. 


[First speaker} I think they are engaged in many activities. At the same time, 
I think that these young intellectuals are also conducting activities to rally 
the working masses organizationally. 


[Second speaker] Of course, yes. They have formed struggle organizations with 
those leading members who had joined in the student movement and labor movement 
in the past and have constantly expanded these organizations. They have also 
constantly led the broad working masses to struggle for wage increases, for the 
three labor rights, for the right to existence and for democracy and civil rights. 
The case of the National Workers’ Union for Democracy is a good example to this. 


As seen in the case of the (Yangso) cooperative members’ activities in Pusan, 

young intellectuals formed a secret circle with workers. Through this circle, 
they have rallied workers into various labor organizations in preparations for 
a future nationwide resistance for democracy. 


(Third speaker] What do such moves by young intellectuals imply? 


[Second speaker] They imply that the labor and student movements have chaaged 
the direction of struggle and are developing in a new, victorious direction. 

I firmly believe that the patriotic activities by the young intellectuals among 
workers will bear fruit in combining the student and the labor movements. 


When the young intellectuals continue to learn about the revolutionary conscious- 
ness of the workers and their wnited power by mingling with them and when they 








continue to enlighten and organize workers intellectually, we will be able to 
liquidate the fascist dictatorship without fail through a nationwide struggle for 
democracy, I believe. 


[First speaker] The mission of our youmg intellectuals is very heavy, I think. 


Therefore, they should more actively wage the struggle to enlighten and rally 
workers organizationally in order to achieve democratization. Thank you.

"VRPR'SUPPORTS 10 FEBRUARY CPRF STATEMENT

[Text] On 10 February the Committee for the Peaceful Reunification of the 
Fatherland [CPRF] in North Korea issued a statement advancing a constructive 
proposal which will contribute to opening a road to the reunification of the 
fatherland. 


Noting that the tragedy of national division which began in the 1940's continues 
today in the 1980's, the statement stresses that preventing the permanent division 
of the nation and opening a new phase of national rewification are the most 
urgent tasks desired by all fellow countrymen and the times. 


The statement points out: North Korea has made all possible efforts to achieve 
the reunification of the country. In March 1948, after liberation, North Korea 
proposed an all-Korean supreme legislative organ on a democratic principle to 
endorse a constitution and to set up a democratic government. At the ceiebrations 
of the 10th anniversary of the 15 August liberation in August 1955, it put forward 
a proposal to allow free travel of personages between the North and South and 
interchanges between them in the economic, cultural, scientific and art sectors 
and at the celebrations of the 15th anniversary of the 15 August liberation in 
August 1970, it advanced a proposal to hold general elections throughout Korea. 

At the same time, it called for instituting a North-South confederal system as 

an interim step for the reunification of the fatherland. In the early 1970's 
when the North-South dialogue began, it set forth the historic three principles 
and five-point policy of national reunification. [At] the Sixth KWP Congress 

in October 1980, it put forward a proposal for founding a Democratic Confederal 
Republic of Koryo [DCRK! and its 10-point policy as a most realistic and reasonable 
proposal for national reunification. 


The statement adds: The tragedy of national division is continuing today despite 
all these efforts to satisfy the aspirations of fellow countrymen for national 
reunification. This is due to the former South Korean rulers, who have schemed 

to perpetuate national division by begging for the U.S. troops’ occupation of 

South Korea and suppressed the reunification movement by indiscriminately arresting, 
imprisoning and murdering patriotic figures of various strata. Recently the 











Chon Tu-hwan ring has made the so-called 22 January proposal, clamoring about 
general elections. This is aimed at misleading public opinion at home and abroad 
and perpetuating the present state of division wnder the pretext of rewification. 


Saying that the way to genuine negotiations for reunification under the present 
political situation of South Korea is to arrange a joint conference participated 
in by those noted statesmen who have a national conscience in the North, South 
and abroad, the statement proposes that, from this point of view, a joint 
conference of politicians in the North, South and abroad be held as a consulta- 
tive body for national rewification. 


The statement adds: It will be good that the joint conference be participated 

in by politicians concerned about rewification and national salvation irrespec- 
tive of their past and the number be set at 100--50 from the North, 50 from the 
South, including overseas personages. At this joint conference, all proposals 
for reunification, including the proposal for founding the DCRK which is already 
known to the world, should be discussed openly. The joint conference should also 
discuss collabroation and interchanges between the North and South along with the 
proposals for rewnification. 


The proposal for holding the 100-man joint conference, which will be participated 
in by politicians from the North, South and abroad, is a very just one reflecting 
the nation's aspirations for reunification under the present conditions and a 
patriotic one which will contribute to opening a road to national rewmification. 
This proposal is also a most realistic and epochal one which reflects the concrete 
situation in and around the country. For this reason, all fellow countrymen 

are positively supporting the North-advanced proposal of a 100-man joint conference. 


To successfully launch the 100-man joint conference, the freedom of politicians 
to engage in political activities and for their participation should be ensured, 
as is proposed by North Korea. As you know, the North in the 26 January talk 
of Vice President Kim Il showed leniency in giving the traitor Chon Tu-hwan an 
opportunity to atone for his crimes and to take road of reunification. However, 
there has been no affirmative response thus far. 


Instead, the Chon Tu-hwan ring has zealously and wickedly slandered the North and 
kicked up the racket of a large war exercise called Team Spirit ‘6&2 for a reck- 
less war of northward invasion with North Korea as an aggressor, thus heightening 
tension on the Korean peninsula. In addition, it has arrested and imprisoned 
democrats from all walks of life, including Kim Tae-chung, and patriotic forces 
demanding democracy and reunification. This clearly shows the Chon Tu-hwan ring 
does not want to reunify the country and it is a group of splittists who seek 
perpetual division. 


If the Chon Tu-hwan ring truly wants to expiate the crime it has committed and 

to achieve reunification and if it admits that the so-called 22 January proposal 
written in beautiful words and the 20-point pilwt projects are plans for division 
under the cloak of rewnification, it should immediately stop the fascist suppres- 
sion of the people and anticommunist and war exercise rackets against North 
Korea, provide conditions for the convocation cf a confederal meeting of 100 

men in accordance with the proposal advanced by North Korea and guarantee free 
activities of the participants in this meeting. However, the situation runs 
counter to this. 
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As is known, participating in the meeting of the politicians of the North and 
South to discuss the question of the country's reunification is a sacred right 
which no one can violate. This is the people's demand. No one can refuse this. 
Politicians who are concerned with the destiny of the coutry and the people and 
who demand reunification should actively participate in this meeting. 


The Chon Tu-hwan ring should not prevent politicians from participating in the 
confederal meeting of politicians. It should not lay an artificial obstacle to 
the convocation of this meeting. To achieve this end, it should immediately 
release all detained politicians, including members of the Revolutionary Party 

for Reunification and Kim Tae-chumg, and guarantee their free political activities. 
In addition, it should provide necessary conditions to help all politicians 
participate in the meeting. 


By seeing how one responds to the North Korean proposal for convening the con- 
federal meeting for reumification, we can tell whether he truly wants rewifica- 
tion or tries to make the division of “\e country permament. If the Chon Tu-hwan 
ring refuses to accept the affirmative proposal for convening the meeting which 
has been advanced by North Korea proceeding from the desire to expedite the 
fatherland's reunification at the earliest possible date and if it lays an 
artificial obstacle to the convocation of the meeting of politicians, it should 
clearly understand that it will face stronger denunciation from the people at 
home and abroad who desire peace and the peaceful reunification of the Korean 
peninsula. 


The Chon Tu-hwan ring should stop committing crimes against the trend of the 
times and the people's desire and atone for its serious crimes.

[Text] Despite our people's wnanimous disapproval, the U.S. imperialists and the 
Chon Tu-hwan clique have raised the curtain on the so-called Team Spirit 82, a 
joint South Korea-U.S. military exercise which will last wtil 26 April. 


As is known, the military exercise wiii involve some 160,000 troops--U.S. troops 
in South Korea; U.S. Army, Navy and Air Force personnel from Okinawa and the U.S. 
mainland; and South Korean armed forces--and an array of modern aircraft, including 
F-16's, and vessels, including the Midway. 


Such a frantic war commotion raised by the U.S. imperialists and the Chon Tu-hwan 
clique is an intolerable criminal act that only serves to aggravate tension on 
the Korean peninsula, disturb peace there and obstruct Korea's peaceful rewifica- 
tion. As you know, our people and the world's progressive people wanimously 

hope that tension will be reduced and peace and peaceful rewmification achieved 

on the Korean peninsula. This notwithstanding, the U.S. aggressors and their 
stooges, in disregard of the unanimous will of the people at home and abroad, 

are kicking off a very reckless war exercise aimed at a northward invasion. 

This clearly shows that they are pursuing war and national division, not the peace 
and peaceful reunification of the Korean peninsula which they talk about. 


As you know, the Chon Tu-hwan clique, at the instigation of the United States, 
recently set forth the 12 January proposal and the 20 model projects, raving as 

if they were proposals conducive to peace and peaceful reunification on the 

Korean peninsula. Even before the ink dries the clique is staging Team Spirit 82 
in which the North is targeted as the enemy. This shows that the 12 January 
proposal and the 20 model projects are merely false rewmification gestures and a 
fraudulent political gimmick designed to mislead public opinion at home and abroad. 


The U.S. imperialists and the Chon Tu-hwan clique are war maniacs and splittists 
who are working hard to trigger a war and cement the current division of the 
country, not to realize peace end peaceful reunification on the Korean peninsula. 
It is no secret that the Chon Tu-hwan clique, in tune with the two Koreas plot 

of the United States, has engaged in war rackets te promote North-South confronta- 
tion and permanent national division. The U.S. aggressors, for their part, have 
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supported the Chon Tu-hwan clique's schemes for war preparations while stepping 
up arms reinforcements for the U.S. troops in South Korea in order to maintain 
South Korea as a colonial military base. 


Team Spirit 82 is a product of the U.S. policy of aggression and an experimental 
war for a northward invasion. This became obvious by the fact that U.S. war 
maniacs babbled that the exercise would feature a large-scale landing operation 
with the North as the target. These facts clearly show that the U.S. aggressors 
and the Chon Tu-hwan clique are the very ones pursuing war and national division, 
not peace and peaceful reunification. 


The U.S. aggressors should give up the foolish ambition to realize their aggressive 
designs. Rather, in conformity with the unanimous demand of the people at home 
and abroad, they should promptly cancel the reckless war exercise and withdraw 

the U.S. troops and their lethal weapons, including nuclear arms. 


The Chon Tu-hwaa clique should abandon its anachronistic dream of long-term 
power as a reward for dancing to the tume of the U.S. policy of aggression. It 
should instead immediately step down from power.

USSR MEDIA DENOUNCE TEAM SPIRIT ‘82

[Text] Moscow, 18 Feb (KCNA)--Soviet papers and news agency published articles 
denouncing the “Team Spirit 82" joint military exercises being staged by the U.S.

The paper PRAVDA, 18 February, carried a commentary titled "Following a Dangerous

[Text] Pyongyarg, 10 Feb (KCNA)--Yo Yon-ku, director of the Secretariat of the 
Central Committee of the Democratic Front for the Reunification of the Fatherland, 
met with home and foreign reporters here on 9 February and exposed the inhuman 
persecution and brutal suppression of the democratic figure Kim Tae-chung by the 
Chon Tu-hwan military fascist clique. 


She said: Mr Kim Tae-chung is shivering with cold on the icy cold floor, without 
so much as a bed, in a chilly room 10 degrees centigrade in this severe winter. 
For the aftereffect of the tortures he underwent during the preliminary examina- 
tion, he cannot move his body. Worse still, he is suffering from wmbearable 
pains, attacked by a stomach ache on top of sciatica. His physical life itself 
is hanging by a thread now. 


She scathingly exposed the plots framed by the Chon Tu-hwan group for getting 
rid of Mr Tae-chung. She said: After the “October incident" in South Korea in 
1979, the Chon Tu-hwan group, seized with greed for “power,” felt wneasy about the 
appearance of “three Messrs Kim" (Kim Tae-chung, Kim Yong-sam and Kim Chong-pil) 
who were regarded as expectant “presidential candidates" in those days. 


They were particularly nervous about the appearance of Mr Kim Tae-chung [who] 

was publicly recognized as “the symbol of the movement for democracy" in South 
Korea and, regarding him as the biggest obstacle to its usurpation of “power,” 
they framed plots to get rid of hin. 


Saying that the operation of the Chon Tu-hwan group for removing Mr Kim Tae-chung 
got into full stride after they grabbed the power of the puppet army by ousting 
the opposition generals within the military on 12 December 1979, she said: 

They resorted to every conceivable dastardly intrigue, mainly personal attack, 
trying to impair at any cost the popularity of Mr Kim Tae-chung who enjoyed 
reputation, and worked out a crafty script to penalise him by branding his 
political activities as “a plot of rebellion." 


She went on: According to this script, from early 1980, they spread groundless 
rumours and circulated overseas a false document directed against Mr Kim Tae- 
chung and let afloat so much loose talk that he is "a dubious character," "a 
commun ist- lining element" and he “is scheming to set up a cholla provincial 
regime. 
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Such manoeuvres of the Chon Tu-hwan military fascist clique got more vicious as 
Mr Kim Tae-chung’s political activities expanded and his influence increased, 
she pointed out, and continued: When Mr Kim Tae-chumg won public support by 
publishing the “National Delcaration of Acceleration of Democratisation" wider 
the name of “co-chairman of the National Union for Democracy and National Unifi- 
cation" on 7 May 1980, the military fascist clique took a decisive step to 
penalise and murder hin. 


Traitor Chon Tu-hwan shouted at the top-class gangsters of the “security command”: 
“Everything would come a cropper, if we left Kim Tae-chumg alone. We must 
forestall him. Get rid of him with the proclamation of the order to expand the 
emergency martial law to the whole land." 


At dawn on 18 May over 60 martial law troops surrounded the house of Mr Kim 
Tae-chung in Tonggyo-Dong, Mapo District, in several rings, arrested him and 
whisked him away in his pajamas to the basement of the “security command” in 
Sob inggo-Dong. 


The 17 May fascist action, which raised its curtain with the wholesale arrest of 
democrats including Kim Tae-chumg and patriotic students, set off raging waves 
of protest against the Chon Tu-hwan group in Kwangju and all over South Korea. 


The Chon Tu-hwan fascist clique plunged Kwangju, the city of resistance, into a 
sea of blood by letting loose paratroopers comprising elements of worst type whose 
cruelty and ferocity had been cultivated. When this caused a big stir in the 
world, traitor Chon Tu-hwan cried at a meeting in the “security commanders room" 
on the evening of 20 May, “Shift the whole responsibility on to Kim Tae-chung. 

You should troumce the detainees and force out of them only the confession that 
Kim Tae-chung manipulated the Kwangju incident behind the scene. Then we would 
evade the responsibility ior the Kwangju incident and get rid of Tae-chung... 

this is like killing two birds with one stone." 


According to this, the so-called "whole picture of the investigation into Kim 
Tae-chung's plot of rebellion" was fabricated and the tortures of Mr Kim Tae- 
chung and those involved in the Kwangju incident were directed to this purpose. 
Noting that the fascist hangmen also made desperate efforts to fake up “witnesses” 
of Mr Kim Tae-chung's "crimes," the director of the secretariat said: The 
gangsters of the investigation headquarters walked off president of the "Fellow- 
ship Society for Democratic Constitutional Government" Kim Chong-wan, Pastor Yi 
Tong-hae, student of Seoul University Yi Sin-pom, reinstated student of Chonnam 
University Chong Tong-nyon, and desperately attempted to fabricate facts about 
him, putting them to shocking tortures. 


Declaring that the “materials for indictment of the Kim Tae-chung case" made 
public to the world was worked out in this way in the basement of the “security 
command,’ she said: Not only the “materials for indictment" but also the course 
of the trials were also a drama run through with illegality. 


Noting that the military trial by them was a dark trial in all respects in which 
even the elementary legal procedures were ignored, she said: The fascist 
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elements refused to admit the lawyers and witnesses applied for by Mr Kim Tae-chung 
and let only the official counsels and witnesses chosen by the authorities to 
attend the court and staged a de facto secret trial with observers and reporters 
shut out. 


She further said: Whatever charges they may impose upon Mr Kim Tae-chung, 
branding him as a “pro-communist," a “plotter of a rebellion," and so forth, 
their ill-advised drama can deceive or convince no one. 


It is well known a fact that Mr Kim Tae-chung is neither a commmist nor a 
follower of communism. It is also a sheer fabrication that Mr Kim Tae-chung 
“plotted a rebellion." 


The new “stratagem” invented by the Chon Tu-hwan clique, driven into a corner by 
public opinion at home and abroad, was the so-called “commutation” to life 
imprisonment, she noted, and said: When jwmior generals persistently demanded 
the execution of Mr Kim Tae-chuwmg, traitor Chon Tu-hwan told them that Kim Tae- 
ciumg should not be made a hero by killing him but be made a fool by leaving hia 
alive, and made to obey the jailors orders in fetters as a life prisoner. 


It goes without saying that this was a deceptive drama to bury the Kim Tae-chung 
case in oblivion forever and leave him to wither away in prison. 


After proclaiming the “commutation,” traitor Chon Tu-hwan told former "Prime 
Minister" Nam Tok-u: “It's a commutation to life imprisonment, little different 
from a death sentence. Though alive, he would, no doubt, be wrecked mentally 
and physically in a few years in a solitary cell. Let us see that his family, 
too, perishes.” 


Noting that traitor Chon Tu-hwan cried for a “peaceful wification" through 
“general elections" with much noise about “democracy,” she said: How can people 
who “speak for the will of the population" survive and how can “democratic general 
elections” be held under the present situation of South Korea where all people 
calling for the democratization of the South Korean society and the peaceful 
rewmification of the country like Mr Kim Tae-chumg are thrown behind bars and the 
freedom of their political activities is obliterated? 


She went on to say: The Kim Tae-chumg case was, by origin, a product of the 
conspiracy between the South Korean puppets and their American and Japanese 
patrons. 


The U.S. imperialists instigated such a truculent military fascist as traitor 
Chon Tu-hwan to stifle the democratic forces and the forces calling for peaceful 
reunification including Mr Kim Tae-chumg in order to maintain their colonial rule 
over South Korea. It is an open secret that it was Wickham, commander of the 
U.S. forces occupying South Korea, who manipulated on the spot the arrest and 
penalization of Mr Kim Tae-chung and backed the hurling of the martial law troops 
into Kwangju. 











The U.S. imperialists expected that the “commutation™ to life imprisonment 


little better than a death sentence would mislead world opinion and summoned such 
a heinous murderer as traitor Chon Tu-hwan to assure him of the revocation of the 


plan of U.S. troops pullout and their military support to South Korea. This was 
a mockery of and challenge to the entire Korean people and world conscience 
demanding the acquittal of Mr Kim Tae-chumg and this makes it all the clearer 
that the United States is a zealous accomplice and back-stage manipulator of the 
Chon Tu-hwan clique in the intrigues to destroy Mr Kim Tae-chung. 


Pointing out that the Japanese reactionaries also conspired with the South Korean 
puppets in the plot to penalize Kim Tae-chumg, she said: The Japanese Government 
is gravely responsible for the case. Already when Mr Kim Tae-chung was abducted 
by the former dictator, it hushed it up through a “political settlement" with 

the puppets, not probing into the crimes committed by agents of the South Korean 
puppet Central Intelligence Agency in Japan and infringement upon her sovereignty 
by them nor legally taking them to task for this. 


Nevertheless, the Japanese Government has uttered not a word about the Chon Tu- 
hwan gang's scheme to penalize Mr Kim Tae-chung wnder the pretext of “non- 
interference in others internal affairs," but sided with the murderers overtly 
and covertly. 


She declared that the Kim Tae-chung issue is not a problem confined to the fate 
of an individual democratic figure of South Korea but a problem related to the 
democratization of South Korean society and, furthermore, to the peaceful rewi- 
fication of Korea and world peace. 


We hope that a wholesale campaign will be launched in all cowtries to build up 
public opinion for denouncing the violation of human rights of Mr Kim Tae-chung 
and brutal fascist persecution of him by the Chon Tu-hwan clique, landing the 
military fascist “regime” in utter isolation and having Mr Kim Tae-chung acquitted 
and, at the same time, steps will be taken for severing political and economic 
relations with the South Korean puppets, she stressed.

RESOURCE MINISTRY SUPPORTS CPRF STATEMENT

Development-—-read by announcer] 


[Text] For our fellow countrymen who have lived together for thousands of years 
as people of the same ancestry and who take pride in this land filled with 
treasures from the top of Mt Paekdu to the top of Mt Halla, no desire is greater 
than the one for reunification. Im an effort to reflect fellow countrymen's 
aspirations for removing the barriers of division and for living in a reunified 
country, the Committee for the Peaceful Rewification of the Fatherland [CPRF) 
has advanced a proposal for the convocation of a joint conference of politicians 
in the North, South and abroad. 


The Ministry of Resource Development fervently supports this proposal, and 
considers that it is a most reasonable and realistic one to bridge over diffi- 
culties on the road to rewification and to pave a way for reunification. As 

is well known, the question of national rewification should under all circum 
stances be resolved on the basis of dialogue and negotiations. While babbling 
about reunification and dialogue, the incumbent South Korean rulers are actually 
seeking dialogue for division, following a two Koreas policy. In fact, nego- 
tiations for division are of no significance for realizing rewnification and will 
adversely affect the resolution of rewnification question. 


As for the South Korean rulers, they have strangled the movements for democratiza- 
tion and rewification and have slaughtered tens of thousands of fellow cowntrymen. 
For such butchers of the nation, there is no room at a negotiating table. It 

is very natural that the CPRF statement excludes Chon Tu-hwan from reunification 
negotiations. Chon Tu-hwan can blame no one but himself for this. Those sham 
politicians in South Korea who are following the present mi’itary fascist dicta- 
torship, flattering those in political power and playing 4 .ole as the puppets 

of the traitor Chon Tu-hwan, are not entitled to participate in sacred negotiations 
for rewnification. 


A 100-man joint conference, which will become a forum to be participated in by 
the figures who are against division and for reunification, is a good way to 
arrange a reunification dialogue. The Ministry of Resource Development truly 
hopes that such good reunification negotiations will be held at an earlier date. 
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When the 100-man joint conference is convened, it should discuss all problems 
related to the realization of collaboration and interchange between the North 

and South along with the proposals for reunification, including the proposal to 
found a Democratic Confederal Republic of Koryo [DCRK]. The Ministry of Resource 
Deve lopment believes that the 100-man joint conference should also discuss a 
question--joint deve)opment and utilization of resources between the North and 
South--which is an urgent one needed for the unified development of our country's 
economy. 


Deeply concerned over the unified development of the coumtry and the prosperity 
of the fatherland, the great leader President Kim Il-song, since the first days 
of the division of the national territory, has repeatedly called for realizing 
economic collaboration and interchange between the North and South and, as part 
of this, the unified development of the nation's economy through joint development 
and utilization of the country's abundant natural resources. At the celebrations 
of the 10th and 15th anniversaries of the 15 August liberation in 1955 and in 
1960, the great leader called for realization of economic collaboration and 
interchange between the North and South, joint development of the country's 
resources and unified development of the nation's economy. In 1972-1973, he put 
forward the question of realizing economic collaboration and interchange and 
jointly developing resources. 


Citing the great leader's plan to realize collaboration and interchange between 
the North and South, we have. advanced proposals for collaboration and interchange 
in the sector of resource development and made all efforts to realize them. 


For example, at the sixth session of the second Supreme People's Assembly in 1959, 
we put forward a proposal to realize economic interchange between North and South. 
To this end, we proposed to institute a standing committee for North-South 
economic development and interchange to be formed by personages representing 
economic circles in North and South Korea. At the eighth session of the second 
SPA in November 1970, we advanced a proposal to rehabilitate and develop the 

South Korean economy by utilizing resources, including electricity, coal, wood 
and cement, which are abundantly produced in the northern half, and to uniformly 
develop the nation's economy by jointly using resources, material and equipment 

in the North and South. We advanced a proposal on jointly developing underground 
resources at the first session of the North-South Coordinating Committee in 
November 1972. On the specifics of this question, we put forward a proposal to 
work together using each other's combined technology, equipment and efforts in 
developing and utilizing iron ore resources in the northern half and in exploring, 
developing and utilizing underground resources in South Korea. 


Not one of [the] patriotic and pro-nation proposals, which were aimed at solidly 
cementing the foundation of the nation's self-supprting economy by positively 
developing and utilizing the at mdant resources of the country with the unified 
power and wisdom of our nation, has bien realized. This is due to the South Korean 
rulers who have opposed collaboration and sought confrontation. Hoping that 
collaboration and interchange in the sector of resource development urgently 

needed for uniform economic development of the North and South will be realized 

at an early date, we urge that to discuss this, the joint conference of politicians 
in the North, South and abroad be convened without delay. 
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To successfully convene the 100-man joint conference, all conditions needed for 
participating in the conference must be provided for the politicians in the 
southern half. To atone for their past crimes, the South Korean rulers should 
not prevent politicians from participating in the conference. In particular, 
they should release the politicians in prison, including Kim Tae-chung, then 
guarantee their political freedon. 


We expect that the politicians in the North, South and abroad will splendidly 
carry out their mission for the country and the nation by urgently convening 
the 100-man joint conference and discussing the nation's important questions on 
building rewnified fatherland which will prosper on this land.

LSWYK SPOKESMAN SUPPORTS CPRF PROPOSAL

[Text] As time passes, our youth and students, who are enjoying happiness to 
their heart's content and devoting their rewarding youth to the fatherland, are 
more ardently aspiring national rewification. A tragic situation in which 
youth and students with the same ancestery in the North and South cannot contri- 
bute their wisdom and power to the sacred cause for the nation should end at the 
earliest date. 


In an effort to open a road to national rewnification in accordance with the 
aspirations of the youth and students, the Committee for the Peaceful Rewnifica- 
tion of the Fatherland [CPRF] on 10 February put forward a new proposal for the 
convocation of a joint conference of the politicians in the North, South and abroad. 
The League of Socialist Working Youth of Korea [LSWYK] fully supports the CPRF 
proposal, holding that it is a realistic and reasonable proposal at this stage. 
Since the first days of the nation's division, the great leader Comrade Kim 
Il-song, who deplores the nation's division and endeavors to provide a reunified 
fatherland for our people and later generations, has advanced the most reasonable 
proposals for national rewification and wisely led the people and youth to the 
struggle for its realization. 


For the realization of the reunification proposals and plans put forward by the 
great leader, the LSWYK has advanced various reasonable proposals to expedite 

the country's reunification, including a proposal for convening a meeting of the 
youth and students of North and South Korea, and made every possible effort to 
realize them. During the post-war period, we have advanced various proposals. 

At a national conference of the youth and students on 18 Jaruary 1955, we proposed 
a scientific research contest and sports and art festivals of the youth and 
students in North and South Korea. In a letter issued 13 October 1956, we 
invited the representatives of the South Korean youth organizations and the 
individual South Korean students to the fourth congress of the Union of Korean 
Democratic Youth and appealed to them for joint efforts to open a road of rewni- 
fication. In a letter of appeal to South Korea on 7 November 1956, we proposed 

to strengthen cooperation and unity of the youth and students in North and South 
Korea and to build a coalition between the organizations of the youth and students 
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in North and South Korea. At a national conference of the youth and students 

on 2 February 1960, we called on the South Korean youth and students to partici- 
pate in a national art and sports festival to be held in Pyongyang on the 15th 
anniversary of the 15 August liberation. At the fifth congress of the Union of 
Democratic Korean Youth on 12 May 1964, we put forward a proposal for realizing 
exchange of visits and mail among the youth and students in North and South Korea, 
touring the scenic and historic spots in the North and South and dispatching a 
joint delegation of the youth and students of the two sides to international 
forums. To discuss these questions, we demanded that the representatives of the 
North-South youth organizations and the individual youth and students hold a 
meeting at Panmunjom or elsewhere. 


Beyond these proposals, the LSWYK Central Committee has advanced many proposals 
to expedite national reunification. In particular, to achieve the founding of 

a Democratic Confederal Republic of Koryo, which has enjoyed unanimous support 
at home and abroad, and to promote wity between the youth and students in the 
North and South, at the seventh LSWYK congress held last year, we put forward a 
reasonable proposal to convene a youth conference for reunification to be parti- 
cipated in by youth representatives. All of our proposals have been supported 
not only by the youth and students in the northern half but also by the youth 

in the southern half who have struggled for democratization and national reunifi- 
cation in defiance of bayonets. 


Nevertheless, none of our proposals has been realized. This is a result of the 
maneuvers of the South Korean rulers to seek permanent division and anticommunist 
confrontation, hampering the nation's reunification and collaboration. The 

Chon Tu-hwan ring is a group of splittist maniacs who are more viciously opposing 
the country's peaceful reunification and scheming to fabricate two Koreas than 
any ruler in the past. They have mercilessly slaughtered the patriotic youth, 
students and people in Kwangju who joined a peaceful demonstration for democracy 
and reunification and arrested or confined those to whom we sent a letter for 
contact and negotiations. Moreover, they are inflicting harsh punishment on the 
youth and students who have called for reunification. 


Those opposed to the peaceful reunification of the country are raising a din by 
espousing proposals for a general election and pilot projects. This is nothing 
but a clumsy farce. It is ridiculous of them to babble about peaceful rewifica- 
tion while aggravating tension by kicking up massive war rackets such as Team 
Spirit ‘82 with the U.S. imperialist aggression forces. The political parties 

and organizations in South Korea are playing the role of stooges of the incumbent 
rulers, following their splittist meneuvers and dictatorial ruling. To resolve 
the reunification question through dialogue and negotiation under such a situation, 
there is no realistic way but to convene the joint conference of the politicians 
in the North, South and abroad. 


In view of the pan-natural nature of the reunification question and the demand 
of the times, the proposal for the convocation of the 100-man joint conference 
put forward by the CPRF is very timely and reasonable. The 100-man joint confer- 
ence, which will mark a new turn on the road to the country's reunification, 
should be convened as early as possible. To this end, conditions for holding 
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the conference should be ensured. The South Korean rulers should guarantee all 
conditions so the politicians in the southern half who are listed in the supple- 
ment to the CPRF statement may participate in the conference without exception. 
In particular, they should umconditionally and immediately release the democratic 
figures, including Kim Tae-chumg, and the youth and students in prisca and 
guarantee them freedom of political activities. In terms of human rights, 
democracy and peaceful rewnification, this is an urgent demand. 


Nevertheless, the Chon Tu-hwan ring is frantically trying not to lift the ban 
on the former politicians.

[Text] A proposal for the convocation of a 100-man joint conference of the 
politicians in the North, South and abroad, which was put forward on 11 February 
by the Committee for the Peaceful Rewification of the Fatherland [CPRF], is 
supported by our people and the world's progressive people. 


The Ministry of Art and Culture, with compatriots at home and abroad aspiring 
independent and peaceful rewnification of the fatherland, fully supports the 
CPRF proposal, holding that it is a just and realistic proposal to defeat the 
maneuvers of the splittists at home and abroad to fabricate two Koreas and for 
paving a road to rewnification. 


We artists and writers ardently desire to contribute to the unified development 
of the national culture by engaging in art activities, such as music, writings, 
drama, film and fine arts, in a rewnified fatherland. To this end, since the 
first days of division, we have put forward various proposale for realizing 
collaboration and interchanges between the North and South and made every effort 
to enact them. Im April 1955 and February 1960, in an effort to overcome a 
situation in which the nation's cultural homogeneity was diminishing, we proposed 
to artists in the South art interchanges between the North and South and a 
literature and art festival celebrating the 15 August liberation. In March 1961, 
as a measure to achieve the unified development of the national art and litera- 
ture, we advanced a proposal for opening a joint art and literature festival and 
exchanging visits, works and experiences of the artists and the writers in the 
North and South. Moreover, at the first session of the North-South Coordinating 
Committee on November 1972, which was held for the first time since the country's 
division we put forward tangible proposale--joint film production and artistic 
activities, exchange of visits and films and joint participation in international 
art forums by forming a nation's art delegation--to realize collaboration and 
interchanges in the culture sector, along with proposals for collaboration and 
interchange in the sectors of politics, economics, the military and diplomacy 
between the North and South. For this purpose, we demanded that the two sides 
institute and manage a culture subcommittee, a North-South joint consultative 
body, under the Coordinating Committee. 
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In particular, at tho Sixth KWP Congress in October 1980, the great leader 
President Kim Il-song emphasized the question of realizing collaboration and 
interchanges between the North and South, declaring a proposal for founding 
Depocratic Confederal Republic of Koryo and its 10-point political progran. 

Our proposals for realizing collaboration and interchanges in the culture sector 
evince a patriotic desire to end a tragic situation in which our nation's culture 
is being obliterated in South Korea by the aggression of the foreign forces and 
the flunkeyist and treacherous policy of the South Korean rulers and to contribute 
to the unified development of the national culture. 


However, none of our proposals has been enacted. This is due to the maneuvers 

of the former South Korean rulers. What is worse, the Chon Tu-hwan military 
fascist clique, obliterating the national culture, is scheming to prolong the 
country’s division until the 2000's, while babbling about dialogue and rewifica- 
tion. It is brazenly maneuvering to use the question of collaboration and 
interchange between the North and South as a tool for long-term power. These 
facts show that sitting face to face with the Chon Tu-hwan military fascist ele- 
ments will not help realize collaboration and interchange between the North and 
South, not to mention the reunification of the country. 


Since we cannot hold a dialogue for rewification with the incumbent South Korean 
rulers, the proposal for the convocation of the 100-man joint conference becomes 
a just one to discuss the urgent questions of reunification and North-South 
relations and to successfully resolve then. 


At a joint conference of the politicians who aspire for rewnification and oppose 
division in the North, South and abroad, they would discuss ways to realize 
collaboration and interchange in the culture sector, along with all reunification 
proposals, including the proposal to found a Democratic Confederal Republic of 
Koryo. This will help achieve reconciliation and wnity of the nation and expedite 
the country's reunification. 


We sincerely hope the joint conference of the politicians in the North, South and 
abroad, which is urgently needed for the unified development of the national 
culture and will open a road to collaboration and interchange between the North 
and South, will be convened at the earliest date. We expect that, deeply aware 
of the important and glorious mission they assume before the times and history, 
South Korean politicians concerned over the future of the nation will respond 
favorably to the CPRF proposal to hold a grand conference for reunification. 


The Chon Tu-hwan military fascist elements should not prevent the South Korean 
politicians from participating in the 100-man joint conference, release politi- 
cians held in prison, including Kim Tae-chung, and guarantee them freedom of 
political activities and all conditions needed for their participation in the 
conference. If the incumbent South Korean rulers block the convocation of the 
100-man joint conference, ignoring the nation's request, they will again commit 
a grave crime before the nation and be subjected to stern punishment. 


All artists in the northern half of the republic will try to achieve a proposal 
for convening the 100-man joint conference and bring about a new phase for 
national rewification.

[Text] Communications are the nervous system of the country. Just as our fellow 
countrymen, a homogeneous people have lived as one organism, so the country's 
communications have been maintained as a single system. Nevertheless, this 
indivisible nervous system has been divided in two by the foreign forces for 

37 years. Because of this division, our nation has suffered incalculable mis- 
fortune and pain. 


Restoring the nation's solidarity at the earliest date by connecting the severed 
nerves is the most ardent desire of the fumctionaries in the commmications 
sector and of the entire fellow countrymer.. The new proposal for holding the 
100-man joint conference of politicians in the North, South and abroad, which 
has been advanced by the Committee for the Peaceful Rewification of the Father- 
land [CPRF], is a good one for meeting such a desire. We, the Ministry of 
Communications, fully support the CPRF statement on convening the 100-man joint 
conference, holding that the CPRF proposal is a resonable one which correctly 
reflects the desire and will of the entire Korean people, including the function- 
aries in the communications sector. 


We believe that the 100-man joint conference will bring about affirmative results 
in realizing various reasonable proposals to expedite the rewification of the 
fatherland. 


As is well known, the various historic proposals for reunification, collaboration 
and interchange put forward by the government of the republic, based on the 
proposals for national rewification advanced by the great leader Comrade Kim 
Il-song, include many questions to be resolved in the communications sector. 

On 18 January 1949, the Ministry of Communications, in an effort to exchange 
mail between the North and South, proposed to exchange mail on every Thursday at 
Yohyon railroad station. On 1 December 1954, we, through a letter to the comm- 
nications minister of South Korea, advanced a proposal to urgently initiate the 
exchange of mail between the North and South Korea and, in this context, to hold 
talks between the personages representing the communications sector of North 

and South Korea at Panmunjom or Kaesong in February 1955. 
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At the eighth session of the second Supreme People's Assembly on 19 November 1960, 
we put forward a proposal for urgently taking measures to exchange mail and to 
install a hot-line linking Pyongyang to Seoul for the purpose of ensuring tele- 
graph and telephone communications between the North and South. To discuss the 
question of connecting the nation's severed nervous system, of realizing the 
exchange of mail between the North and South and of jointly studying and developing 
the electronics light industry, commmications and broadcast technology, we 
advanced a proposal for the convocation of the meeting of the functionaries in 

the communications sector of the North and South at the national meeting of 
communications functionaries held on 14 October 1972. 


Besides these proposals, we have repeatedly put forward proposals for realizing 
the free exchange of mail between North and South. However, none of these 
proposals have been realized. In the 37 years since division, our fellow country- 
men have undergone the pain of being wnable to learn the fate of family members 
and relatives scattered in the North and South, to say nothing of exchanging 
letters with them. Such an intolerable tragedy of division must not be continued 
any longer but be terminated at once. 


To resolve this problem facing the nation, above all, the question of negotiations 
between the North and South should be correctly settled. To realize the nation's 
peaceful reunification, we should start a dialogue and negotiations participated 
in, in all cases, by those who stand for rewnification. Historical experience 
shows that dialogue with those seeking division is of no significance. The 

joint conference of politicians of the North, South and abroad will be a negoti- 
ating forum participated in not by those who pursue the country's permanent 
division, such as traitor Chon Tu-hwan, but by those who aspire for reunificaticn 
and with whom dialogue for reunification can be carried out. 


As for the incumbent South Korean ruler, he is a splittist maniac who led the work 
for building reinforced concrete barriers along the military demarcation line 
when the former dictator was in power and a murderer who has thwarted the movement 
for democratization and peaceful rewnification, which has been rapidly growing 

in South Korea since the 26 October incident, and who mercilussly slaughtered 

tens of thousands of fellow countrymen. 


While seeking anticommunist confrontation and war preparations at home, abroad 
the South Korean rulers are maneuvering to justify two Koreas in international 
society by conducting propaganda on the proposal for simultaneous North-South 
entry into the United Nations and the theory of cross-recognition. They are also 
aggravating tension on the Korean Peninsula, kicking up large-scale war exercise 
rackets such as Team Spirit ‘82 introducing into South Korea huge amounts of 
aggressive forces and lethal hardware from the United States. It is clear that 
we will gain nothing from discussing the reunification question with then. 


The South Korean rulers were excluded from the list of participants in the 100- 
man joint conference. This is a natural consequence of the crimes they committed 
before the nation. If the politicians in the North, South and abroad who aspire 
for reunification, instead of those seeking division, sincerely hold negotiations 
for reunification, they will make a positive contribution to expediting national 
reunification. 
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To hold the 100-man joint conference, urgently needed for rewnification, all 
politicians in prison, including Kim Tae-chumg, should be released and conditions 
for their participation in the joint conference without any restrictions guaranteed. 
If the South Korean rulers have the slightest intent to atone for past crimes and 
to start afresh, they should not hamper the convocation of the 100-man joint 
conference that we have put forward. 


The Ministry of Communications will make every effort to expedite the independent 
and peaceful rewnification of the country and believes that the 100 politicians 
at home and abroad will turn out on the road of reunification for national 
salvation to realize the ardent aspirations of the entire nation.

At the third national meeting of the GFTUK, held 

in November 1959, and at the national meeting of trade wmion activists, held in 
February 1970, we again proposed achieving confederation with South Korean trade 
union organizations and the mutual exchange of representatives of workers, cultural 
and arts circles and sports teams to realize contacts between working classes 

in North and South Korea. 


At the eighth meeting of the second Supreme People's Assembly, held in November 
1970, and on other various occasions, our working class has made patient efforts 
to implement the proposals of the government of our republic for economic coali~ 
tion and exchange so as to achieve the wiform development of the people's 
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economy. We have repeatedly taken measures urgently required for the rehabili- 
tation and development of the South Korean economy. We have made wsparing 
efforts to contribute as much as possible to the fatherland’s rewification. 


In November 1955, we proposed transmitting power to South Korea. In August 1958 
and on many occasions, we repeatedly took measures stemming from warm love for 
our fellow countrymen to relive the wemployed and roving orpha:s in the southern 
half. We have proposed on many occasions working-level contacts to achieve this 
end. We have even proposed having workers of the southern half rest at scenic 
recreation centers in the northern half.

We believe that only when those politicians who are deeply concerned over the

The South Korean rulers, who 
have tried to maintain their power by following the line of foreign forces 
regardless of the nation's fate, placed barriers between the North and South, 
seeking an anticommmist war policy to incite confrontation between the North 
and South in spite of our sincere efforts to bring about a new phase for peaceful 
reunification. At this moment, they are strengthening the anticommmist rackets 
and aggravating tension, creating a war atmosphere, by staging a massive war 
exercise--Team Spirit’ 82--against us with the U.S. imperialist aggression forces. 
If we sit idle, rewification will never be realized, and the situation will be 
led to an irrevocable phase, reaching the highest pitch of strain. 


The most urgent task of our people is to expedite the rewnification cause and 
improve North-South relations. The proposal to convene the 100-man joint 
conference meets this demand of the times. If the politicians in the North, 
South and abroad sit together at the 100-man joint conference, exchange opinions 
and discuss measures to save the nation, the difficult situation will be overcome 
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and a new phase for reunification will open. Our invariable stand is to reunify 
the fatherland through contacts and negotiation between the North and South. 
The proposals, including a proposal to convene a political conference of the 
political parties and organizations and the individual politicians in the North 
and South, we have advanced so far are aimed at resolving the rewmification 
question through contacts and negotiation. 


To accomplish the reunification cause, we have put forward proposals for visits 
by journalists in the North and South, exchange visits and exchanges of publica- 
tions by setting up either a reporters office or a news bureau in Pyongyang and 
Seoul. 


However, experiences show that we cannot resolve the reunification question, 
improve North-South relations or have exchanges of reporters between North and 
South with the splittists. The South Korean rulers are babbling about dialogue 
and reunification. This is a trick to conceal their splittist nature by deceiving 
public opinion. The South Korean rulers, who have sold the nation's sovereignty 
by begging for the U.S. imperialists’ permanent occupation of South Korea, 
submerged Kwangju in blood by massacring people calling for rewnification, 
arrested and imprisoned the patriots and democratic figures and schemed to 
perpetuate division, inciting confrontation between the North and South by 
kicking up anticommunist rackets, lost their qualifications for discussing the 
dialogue question long ago. 


The South Korean rulers try to act interested in dialogue, but this act is aimed 
only at perpetuating division and realizing a wild desire for long-term power by 
making today's North-South relations a fait accompli, procrastinating at the 
table for dialogue. Dialogue is not for division but for reunification. Since 
division continues, we do not need to resume dialogue for division. To resume 
dialogue for reunification, we should sit together with those aspiring reunifica- 
tion, excluding the splittists. 


The lessons of the past North-South dialogue show that sitting with the splittists 
will not cause any positive results. Since the South Korean rulers seek a 
splittist line and rum counter to reunification, it is natural to form a nego- 
tiation body with the participation of the politicians aspiring rewification. 

In view of the nature of the participants invited by the CPRF, they will reflect 
the opinion of various strata. 


Believing that the 100-man joint conference will constitute a base for improving 
North-South relations, preventing division and expediting the reunification cause, 
the Korean Journalists’ Union fully supports the CPRF statement.

FISHERIES COMMITTEE SUPPORTS 100-MAN CONFERENCE

[Text] In our country, surrounded on three sides by the sea, the fisheries 
industry occupies an important place in the national economy. It is an urgent 
task for the entire nation to jointly exploit and utilize the marine resources 
widely distributed in the coastal waters and the abumdant resources of the 
continental shelf buried under the sea. 


However, over 37 years after our country's division due to foreign forces, our 
nation has failed to make joint efforts for the wnified development of our national 
economy not only on land but also in the sea, and fishermen in their boats do not 
have free access to the North and the South. 


Putting an end to such a situation and achieving the coumtry's reunification is 
the unanimous desire of the entire nation, including functionaries and workers 
in the fisheries industry sector. Proceeding from this desire, the Committee 
for the Peaceful Reunification of the Fatherland [CPRF] recently advanced a new 
proposal for convening a 100-man joint conference of politicians of the North, 
the South and abroad in an effort to expedite the rewnification cause of the 
country. 


Our Fisheries Committee enthusiastically supports and welcomes the CPRF's proposal 
for convening a 100-man joint conference, recognizing that it is a just proposal 
which can accelerate the country's reunification in conformity with the will and 
desire of our nation and rally the strength and wisdom of the North and the 

South under one national ideal. 


Once the 100-man joint conference is convened, our numerous proposals to realize 
collaboration and exchanges between the North and the South in the fisheries 
industry sector will undoubtedly come to fruition in an outstanding way. 


As is well known, upholding the policy of fatherland rewification set forth 
by the great leader, we have many times in the past proposed collaboration and 
exchanges with South Korea in the fisheries industry sector. In the postwar 
period alone, on 25 May 1955 we proposed to the South Korean fisheries organ 
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concerned to negotiate with us for free fishing operations by South Korean 
fishermen in the territorial waters of the northern half of the republic. The 
next day, on 26 May 1955, in a statement issued by the Ministry of Fisheries, 

we proposed to have negotiations between the North and South Korean fishery 
authorities to ensure long-term fishing operations by fishermen of the southern 
half of the republic in the fishing grounds of the northern half of the republic. 
At the same time, considering the interests of the South Korean fishermen, we 
proposed to meet with representatives of South Korean fishermen or fishermen's 
organizations in South Korea who desired to catch fish in the territorial waters 
of the northern half of the republic. We proposed to have a preliminary meeting 
between the North and South Korean fishery authorities at an early date and at 
any place to discuss the aforementioned problems. 


On 29 December 1958, in a joint statement our fisheries and home affairs ministers 
notified South Korea of our government's approval of fishing operations by South 
Korean fishermen in our fisheries zone on the East Sea during the Alaskan pollack 
winter fishing season and proposed to have negotiations between the North and 
South Korean fisheries organs or between representatives of fishermen's organiza- 
tions of the North and South to ensure normal fishing operations by South Korean 
fishermen in the territorial waters of the northern half of the republic. 


At the first session of the North and South Coordinating Committee held on 

30 November 1972, we also proposed to the South Korean side that the North and 
South mutually open their fishing grounds to ensure free fishing operations by 
fishermen of the North and the South. Since then, we have raised this proposal 
whenever the opportunity presented itself. 


Furthermore, as a measure to alleviate the pain of South Korean fishermen who 
had suffered from disasters at sea, on 12 January 1962 we decided to send to 
South Korea relief goods, including 1,000 sok of rice, 10,000 meters of textiles 
and 5,000 pairs of shoes, and sent a cable from the chairman of the Central 
Committee of the Fisheries Association of the republic to the South Korean 
organ concerned, urging it to send a reply as to the procedures and date for 
receiving these relief goods. 


The proposals we have advanced to the South Korean authorities and the South 
Korean organs concerned for the unified development of the country's fisheries 
industry and, through this, for the acceleration of the coumtry's reunification, 
amount to more than 40 on 20 occasions. 


It is very regretable that all of these reasonable proposals and the efforts for 
their realization have as yet [not] materialized due to the obstruction of the 
South Korean authorities. The successive South Korean authorities have not only 
rejected our proposals every time but also turned down our proposals on various 
pretexts even at a dialogue with us. 


Experience has clearly shown that in order to solve questions related to the 
country’s rewmification, negotiations should be held with those who take a truly 
patriotic stand, a stand of rewification, and that a negotiations with those who 
seek division will gain nothing. 
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Furthermore, in South Korea today the fascist and tyrannic splittists who are 
more vicious than their predecessors are grasping all power and rumning wild to 
freeze division. They have made even the political parties and public organiza- 
tions their puppets and are actively utilizing them in the schemes for permanent 
national division. 


The present South Korean rulers long ago lost the qualification to come to the 
site of negotiation on rewnification because of the antinational crimes they 
committed in brutally suppressing and murdering numerous patriots and democratic 
personages, including the Kwangju citizens, who struggled for democratization 

and national reunification. More noisily clamoring about victory over communism 
and annihilation of communism, they, together with the U.S. imperialist aggression 
forces, are staging a large scale war exercise racket codenamed Team Spirit ‘82. 


It is clear to everyone that it is impossible to sit together and discuss an 
important national question with those who play a double game by talking about 
dialogue and reunification on the one hand while kicking off confrontation and 
war rackets on the other. The present political parties and public organizations 
in South Korea, too, cannot be a party to negotiations for reunification as 

long as they act as the puppets of the present rulers. 


Under such conditions, the way to have negotiations for reunification is to hold 
a joint conference participated in by noted politicians in the North, the South 
and abroad who are concerned about reunification and national salvation. 


Our Fisheries Committee strongly calls for an early convocation of the 100-man 
joint conference, considering that it will make a positive contribution to 
realizing the country's reunification and to achieving national wnity at the 
present stage. 


When the joint conference is convened, progress will be made towards solution of 
the country’s reunification question, and the pcsitive proposals advanced by us 
in the fisheries industry sector will be realized in a magnificent way. 


The South Korean rulers should not hinder the participation of politicians of 
South Korea and abroad in the joint conference, release all politicians in 
prison, including Kim Tae-chung, and guarantee their political activities. If 
they act against the convocation of the 100-man joint conference, they will not 
be able to escape the curse and condemnation of the nation.

RAILWAY MINISTRY SUPPORTS 100-MAN CONFERENCE

[Text] It has already been 37 years since the railways linking North and South 
with one artery were cut due to the division of the nation by foreign forces and 
since family members who had lived in the same house were separated into the 
North and the South without knowing each other's fate. 


Liquidating this tragedy at an early date and connecting the severed rail lines 
between the North and the South so that direct service trains can rum between 
Sinuiju and Pusan, blowing whistles of rewification, is an ardent desire of our 
railway workers and our people. 


Proceeding from this ardent desire of the nation, the Committee for the Peaceful 
Reunification of the Fatherland [CPRF] recently put forward a proposal to convene 
a joint conference of politicians of the North, the South and abroad for nego- 
tiations. Our Ministry of Railways actively supporte and welcomes this new 
proposal of the CPRF, recognizing that it is a reasonable measure to realize 
national ties between the North and the South and to expedite the reunification 
of the fatherland. 


To review matters, the government of our republic has put forward many reasonable 
proposals in the past to promote the country's rewnification and to alleviate 

the sufferings of the divided nation in accordance with the policy of independent 
and peaceful reunification set forth by the great leader and has made all possible 
efforts to realize them. 


To cite proposals advanced by us in the past in connection with the transportation 
sector alone, at the Geneva meetings held in April and June 1954 the government 
of the republic proposed measures to solve traffic and communications problems 

in order to ensure exchanges in the transportation sector as well as in other 
sectors as a step towards realizing economic and cultural exchanges between the 
North and the South. The eighth session of the second Supreme People's Assembly, 
held on 19 December 1960, proponed opening direct nationwide cargo train service 
and direct passenger train service between Seoul and Wonsan and between Sinuiju 
and Pusan in an effort to remove the barriers between the North and the South. 





It also proposed opening Nampo, Chongjin, Humgnam, Inchon and Kumsan ports and 
measures to open maritime traffic between the North and the South. 


In particular, at the historic Sixth KWP Congress in October 1980, advancing 4 
proposal for founding the Democratic Confederal Republic of Koryo [DCRK]-——a 
most reasonable and realistic proposal--and the 10-point political program of the 
DCRK, the respected and beloved leader Comrade Kim Il-song proposed restoring 
the suspended transportation and commmications between the North and the South. 
reopening the railways and motor roads linking the North and the South to ensure 
free utilization of the means of transportation and commumications in all parts 
of the country, opening sea and plane service to realize free transportation via 
land, sea and air between the North and the South, joint use of means of trans- 
portation and communication facilities and gradual management and operation of 
these facilities in common so that, in the future, the cowmtry's transportation 
and communications would be unified. 


All proposals advanced by the great leader and the detailed overtures made by 

the government of our republic are ones to restore national ties between the North 
and the South, to achieve national wmity and to expedite peaceful national rewni- 
fication. They also clearly reflect the aspirations of all of our people for the 
fatherland's reunification. 


Nevertheless, none of these proposals has as yet been realized. This is because 
of the antinational splittist schemes by the successive rulers in South Korea. 


The successive rulers of South Korea have pursued North-South confrontation and 
national antagonism, seeking personal happiness and long-term power without any 
interest in the fate of the nation; they have tried to make the division of the 
country permanent, following outside forces. 


The South Korean rulers’ splittist nature was clearly exposed at the dialogues 
arranged in the past through our side's initiatives. 


When the historic North-South joint statement was made public, and a dialogue 
between the North and the South was opened and the two sides’ delegations visited 
Pyongyang and Seoul, utilizing railway and airline service in the North, 
functionaries and workers of our Ministry of Railways were wable to repress 
their joy and hope. They believed that the time when a breakthrough of the 
North-South barrier would occur and the arteries of the nation would be connected 
again was just ahead. However, this could not be realized because of the 
treacherous acts of the South Korean authorities. 


Giving in to public opinion at home and abroad, the South Korean authorities 
reluctantly came to the dialogue table. But they tried to exploit the dialogue 
as a means of freezing national division and maintaining long-term power. 

Because of such schemes by the South Korean authorities, the reasonable proposals 
for collaboration and exchanges put forward by our side could not be put into 
practice. 


Experience has shown that a dialogue with those who seek division can attain no 
affirmative result. A dialogue for rewnification should be conducted with those 
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who sincerely desire reunification. A dialogue with those who seek division will 
achieve nothing. It is only a waste of time. 


In particular, the present South Korean authorities are not only splittists who 
are clinging to schemes for permanent division more tenaciously than their 
predecessors, but they are also the butchers of the nation who surdered numerous 
Kwangju citizens and obliterated the spirit of democratization and rewmification. 
It is clear to everyone that negotiations for rewmification cannot be held with 
these men. The present political parties and public organizations in South 
Korea are just the same in so far as they act as puppets of the rulers. 


Under such conditions, in order to overcome difficulties lying on the road of, 
and to seek a sincere way for, reunification, the politicians at home and abroad 
who want reunification--not division--should sit together at one place and 
frankly consult about rewification. 


Recognizing that 100-man joint conference put forth by the CPRF recently will 
become an outstanding place for national wity and reconciliation which can rally 
the strength and wisdom of the nation, and a reasonable venue for negotiations for 
reunification, we hope that the conference will be convened at the earliest 
possible date. 


The Chon Tu-hwan clique must not hinder the convocation of the 100-man joint 
conference of politicians of the North, the South and abroad which all the people 
want. The South Korean rulers should wiconditionally release all politicians in 
prison including Kim Tae-chung and guarantee the freedom of their political 
activities so that they can participate in the 100-man joint conference. This 
would help the South Korean rulers atone for the crimes they committed before 

the people. 


We strongly demand that the 100-man joint conference of politicians of the North, 
the South and abroad be convened at the earliest possible date so that we can 
expedite the glorious day when the tragedy of national division is liquidated 
and the whistle of rewification reverberates.

ELDER STATESMAN GIVES VIEWS ON UNITED STATES 
Seoul SINDONGA in Korean Jan 82 pp 76-81 


[Article by former President of the ROK Senate Paek Nak-chun: "What Does the 
United States Mean to Us?") 


[Text] Here is my personal view cf the United States from my own experience on 
the occasion of the centennial of the assumption of U.S.-Korean diplomatic rela- 
tions. 


A People With Strong Unity and Solidarity 


I was born in 1895 in the remote rural coastal village of Kwansap-tong, Kwanju-myon, 
Chongju-kun, in North Pyongan Province. I studied Chinese classics at a village 
school until I was 6 or 7 years old. It happened to be wartime, which brought 
about changes in social order. It was a peak time for the demise of the old 

order. The new cultural tide from the West began to sweep through the Korean 
Peninsula. 


The impetus for me to break away from the traditional Confucian mode of life and 
to plunge myself into the Christian world, to be influenced and led by foreign 
culture, was provided above all by my deceased father’s decision. In step with 
the tide of the time when new learning held sway, my father took me out of the 
village school where I was learning Chinese classics and sent me to a primary 
school managed by a foreign religious mission. Thus, I gradvally began to open ay 
eyes to the world, even though I was young. It was in 1910, tiie year of Korea's 
anneuation by Japan, that I knocked at the doors of the Singsong middle school. 
It was at that school, operated by American missionaries, that I came into direct 
contact with a new culture and that I received education from foreigners. Thus I 
began my earnest longing for things of the West. 


Especially the 105-man incident which broke out during my Sinsong school days 
awakened me to nationalism. The shock at that time, which awakened me to the des- 
tiny of my fatherland and which made me aware of the realities of our people, is 
still movingly fresh in my recollection. From then on the idea of the nation 
aroused a feeling of compassion within me. There were more than a few occasions 
when I felt pity for my people. Thus I shed hidden tears and a love for the 
fatherland was born within me. 
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My longing for foreign countries led me to studies in the United States by way of 
Shanghai in 1916. At that time the United States maintained a policy of non- 
intervention in Europe and an open-door policy toward the Orient. However, in 
1917, when the United States declared its entry into World War I, it faced a great 
turning point which altered the traditional policy it had been pursuing. 


The most important experience I had at that time as a student in the United States 
was the posture of the American people who had to cope with the world war. At that 
time the American people might be described as having no interest in foreign 
countries. They were quite content with everything they had at home. Nevertheless, 
after they had once decided to enter the war, they became wholly united as one and 
did their best. At that time I thought that the American people generally preferred 
an easy way of life and that they would adopt an easygoing attitude even in waging 
war. But when I witnessed their efforts to win the war, I could appreciate their 
patriotisna. 


Tt was a fact that they followed the orders of the head of the nation. But I was 
impressed more with their voluntary participation. For instance, when a meatless 
day was declared during the week, everyone observed it. When sugar was not to be 
used, they would not touch sugar at all. 


At that time a new word, “Hooverism,” was coined in the United States. It origin- 
ated from Herbert Hoover, who later became president of cc. (r**ed States and who 
was in charge of economizing materials in order to effectivei. age the war. Be- 
cause of their intention to follow the economization policy advocated by Hoover 
and to practice what he preached, the people themselves coined the word, “Hoover- 
ism.” 


Learning the Scientific Spirit and Self-Reliance 


Men World War I was approaching an end, I was studying at Park College. At that 
time I was so impressed by President Woodrow Wilson, a great democrat and idealist, 
that he shaped my view on life. A passage in his message on the declaration of 
war against Germany, "to make the world safe for democracy,” contained Wilson's 
political ideal. Another ideal was the self-determination of people that he advo- 
cated. Those two concepts provided the orientation for my youthful life. More- 
over, the end of the world war in 1918 was a shocking event for me. Up to that 
point, world history had developed separately in the East and the West or there 
had been individual national histories. Thus it had developed only in the context 
of the reader. But in a sense the world war seemed to bind and rally all peoples 
and nations on earth into one as a new unit to create the nistory of the whole 
human race. 


In such a trend the sufferings of our people who were barely surviving in a corner 
in the East were not these of our people alone. Therefore, I began to entertain 
the idea that the history of the Korean people must be understood as a tributary 
of world history. 


At that time new types of learning were bursting forth. Up to that time the 


college curricula constituted a repetition of the curricula of the preceding 
several years. When I was studying in the United States, pragmatism, William

James’ psychology, John Dewey's new education, and Robinson's new historical view 
appeared. Thus, learning in the United States was entering a new phase. If we can 
say that the United States had been continuously bound by the puritanical tradi- 
tion up to that time, during the period of my stay there the United States was at 
a turning point signifying the beginning of scientific development to some extent. 


A negative aspect was that in spite of the lipservice they paid to the equality of 
man as the credo of the nation and the people, they did not recognize equal racial 
rights of Orientals. Orientals were even prohibited from owning real estate. 


The only thing we could do was to earn income by manual labor. As it happened to 
be during World War I, the United States was concentrating on food production. The 
way to earn the best wage was to work on farms. It was also possible to earn 
school expenses by helping with the domestic work of individual families. 


During the summer vacation we would find work away from school. Earning a daily 
wage by harvesting wheat was extremely hard work. Starting in the central part of 
the United States we would move northward according to the seasonal change in 
temperature. We followed the work to earn a living. 


In the process we would become acquainted with Americans who had been inbued with 
the pioneer spirit. We became familiar with their way of life and were influenced 
by their attitudes toward life. Probably thus I was unwittingly imbued with some 
aspects of Americanization. 


Especially the 3H [sic] education (head, heart, and hands) directly associated 
with American pragmatism instilled in me a spirit of self-reliance. As for me, I 
did not have my parents in my childhood, and I was working my way through college 
in a strange land. 


A Country Which Really Enjoys True Freedom 


In the United States there is an area reserved for generals at the National 
Cemetery at Arlington. Among the gravestones of various sizes surrounded by well- 
kept turf and maple trees, one can easily spot Commodore Shufeldt's gravestone. 
He was the U.S. commissioner plenipotentiary who signed the U.S.-Korea Treaty of 
Amity on 22 May 1882 at Hwadojon, Chemulpo. In his memoirs he described the sign- 
ing of the treaty with these words: "On 22 May (6 April, lunar calendar) at 9:30 
am I led 15 aides and 20 escorts to board four vessels flying the Stars and 
Stripes, and we landed at Chemulpo to reach the temporary tents on the west side 
of a hill. It was a location which could be seen from the ‘'Swatara.' It was 
somewhat isolated from houses....When the signing was over, the skipper of the 
Swatara signaled to the American war vessels, which fired a 2l-gun salute to 

pay respect to the king of Korea." 


We are now observing the centennial of the U.S.-Korea diplomatic relations thus 
started. But it is a fact that diplomatic relations between the two -overnments 
have not always been maintained at the government-to-government level. In 1905 
the Taft-Katsura agreement was signed between the United States and Japan, 
according to which the United States readily recognized Japan's control over Korea. 
Then, at the level of private citizens the Presbyterian and Methodist missionaries 
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from the United States successively maintained realtions with Korea. They were 
dispatched to Korea, where missionary work had been strictly forbidden, to carry 
out the mission of spreading the Gospel. 


When one observes the force of the Protestant churches in Korea, which have 
developed to such an extent that there are presently 20,000 churches with 7 million 
believers and the cross can be seen in every nook and corner of Korea, one can 
easily understand that one of the greatest products of U.S.-Korean diplomatic 
relations is the importation of the Christian culture. The two missionaries, 
Underwood and Appenzeller, were the ones who began to plant in earnest such seeds 
of Protestantism. Since government-to-government cooperation was resumed with the 
establishment of the Government of the Republic of Korea in 1948, the United 
States has been regarded as one of the nations that has aided us. Accordingly, to 
sum up in a word the U.S.-Korea relations during this period, the first 28-year 
period from 1882 to 1910 was a period of the assumption of diplomatic relations 
for the purpose of commerce and subsequent withdrawal. Then, after the interrup- 
tion of relations due to the annexation of Korea by Japan, the United States has 
been our ally which has halped our nation-building. 


It is an indisputable fact that the United States which I have known has been a 
geographically and institutionally superb nation and a stable country. But what 
kind of people are the American people after all? 


As a matter of fact, no matter what country or people are being considered, the 
lifestyle of the upper class and the lower class is similar. For the high charac- 
ter and lofty ideas of the upper class are similar, and the level of the poor is 
similar in the United States and Korea. What matters is the life of the middle 
class. 


Now, the members of the middle class in the United States generally consider free- 
dom as the supreme value. They endeavor to remove any and all obstacles to the 
freedom of the individual, and hold human life dear. As a result, today they make 
sacrifices to rescue even a handful of their people. 


All the nations in the world are selfish. If we are to look for the most unself- 
ish nation, I think it is the United States. For the United States has the inten- 
tion of helping and cooperating with others. It is the United States that helps 
and leads other nations rather than trying to plunder and exploit then. 


It is the democratic way of thinking which we must learn above all from a nation 
called the United States. We must learn not only the democratic political system 
but also the democracy which has permeated the economy, society, and even religion. 
As we have different social and historical backgrounds, it may not be ideal to 
transplant American democracy in totality. In transplanting American democracy 

we must forge a democracy suitable to our historical background, our social 
environment, and our national character. 


American democracy holds people valuable and does not ignore people. The goal of 


building a welfare society starts with the idea of respecting people. Therefore, 
in building a welfare society individuals are not to be sacrificed or ignored. 
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What we must also learn is a rational life without irrationality. It appears that 
it is precisely from our failure to manage rational life that we commit the errors 
of entreaty and irrationality with our emotions and sentiment. 


Not all Americans, but the majority of them manage a rational life, and they know 
how to hold themselves responsible for their actions. Their sense of responsi- 
bility is such that they give freedom to people so that they can have a choice, 
and people are held responsible for actions of their own choice. Also, the 
American people give equal opportunities and freedom of choice to others, allowing 
them to fully develop their abilities. Then, with the results achieved in the 
process, the American people evaluate and recognize others. It is contrary to the 
idea of democracy to evaluate or blame a person without first giving him an 

equal opportunity and freedom of choice. 


A Partner To Become O7e 


Today's world economy is divided generally into two blocs. In this situation the 
United States is helping to create a climate in which freedom of people is not 
oppressed and they can mutually cooperate. When this idea is developed further, 
it will lead to a world federation. With this stand of the United States in view, 
we must try to become a nation that can contribute its share. If we lag behind 
alone, it will be a serious retrogression. 


What a world federation aspires to is to let each nation and people enjoy freedon. 
It is not true democracy to oppress freedom or to close up and oppress. In other 
words, we must become mature, refined persons in order to develop our nation. And 
in the process we must cooperate with each other so as to make the whole human race 
in the world into one entity. 


In addition to what we must adopt from the United States, there are some things 
that we must voluntarily avoid. What we must consider first is that the choice 

is with us and that others do not give it to us. We have the right to adopt 
something bad as well as the right to reject it. It is only human nature to avoid 
performing difficult things and to readily adopt easy things. Probably because 
of this we have naturally learned in the process of importing modern civilization 
about hallucinatory drugs, the sex problem, and various social evils. Those who 
have brought them must be held responsible, but we are also at fault because we 
selected thiags we should not have. 


It was 3 years ago that United States Ambassador to Korea Sneider commented: 
"U.S.-Korean relations are those of equal partners." Then, partners in what? 


In my thinking I would like to view partners as meaning that both work together 
for a common goal. If they do the same thing separately, they are not partners 
but some kind of colleagues. In other words, we should think together about 
peace in the East and about the development of Korea in general. 


Then, the issue is whether we are fully qualified to be a partner for the goal. 
For, even if we appoint ourselves partners, if we are not qualified, it would be 
completely useless. 





I have referred to qualifications. The qualifications in this sense place the 
personal element in the forefront. We must adopt a posture of mutual trust and 
contribution. If we fail to carry out such partner-like action, we are partners 
in theory only. For this I believe that we must be determined to follow the 
Americans on equal terms technically, personally, and also spiritually.

ACCELERATION OF DEVELOPMENT OF RELATIONS WITH PRC REPORTED 
Tokyo SENTAKU in Japanese Jan 82 pp 22-23 


[Text] The pace of development of relations between the People's Republic of China 
and South Korea seems to be accelerating. The focus of the most attention in 
regard to the 1988 Seoul Olympic Games is whether or not China, the USSR, and the 
Eastern European countries will participate. The Democratic People's Republic of 
Korea (North Korea), of course, is watching for an opportunity to prevent the 
schedualed games. Even if it is impossible to disrupt their opening, the DPRK 
intends to block the participation of these countries and thereby make the Seoul 
Olympic Games "a one-lung event." By doing so, North Korea aims at dragging down 
the international reputation of the Chun Doo Hwan administration. However, less 
than a month after Seoul was awarded the 1988 games and even before the USSR, 
China, which North Korea depends on, unofficially revealed its intention to 
participate in the Seoul Olympic Games. 


“Although there have been signs of improvement in Chinese-South Korean relations 
since last year, the pace is a little too fast. Why did they need to bring up the 
matter 7 years in advance?" This is a question that not only specialists in Japan- 
China relations but also specialists in Japan-South Korea relations have asked. 

To this question a Chinese source answered: "When asked whether or not China would 
participate, there is no reason to boycott, is there?" Another Chinese source 

said: “Our policy of not recognizing South Korea has not changed. However, we 
promote exchanges in the athletic, academic, and economic areas. When international 
conferences and meetings are held in Seoul, we will participate. But we will do it 
without a flourish or trumpets." 


A Chinese Ship Appears in Inchon Harbor 


At international athletic events, Chinese and South Korean teams were definitely 
observed not only having matches but also taking commorative pictures and exchanging 
pennants. These scenes, however, were limited to international events held in 
countries other than China and South Korea. Even though invitations were sent, 
China never participated in events held in Seoul. On the other hand, China refused 
to issue South Korean teams invitations and visas for events held in China. 


However, this Chinese at itude has been changing. In November 1981 World Soccer 
Association Chairman Aberange [phonetic] travelled from Beijing to Seoul via 
Pyongyang and Tokyo. The Chinese side told Aberange that "China ws ready to invite 








a South Korean soccer team to an international tournament held in China. But we 
doubt that a Chinese team will be received in South Korea." The Chinese side was 
conveying through Chairman Aberange its wish to hold exchange soccer matches with 
South Korea. The Chinese attitude has clearly changed since they refused to extend 
an invitation to South Korea at the time of the Asian Youth Soccer Tournament 
scheduled for Beijing in 1979 and consequently were deprived of the right to hold 
the tournament in Beijing. 


That is not only the sign of change in the Chinese attitude. Late last November an 
Asian Games Council meeting was held in New Dehli. There, Seoul was selected as 
the site for the 1986 Asian Games after Baghdad and Pyongyang withdrew their 
candidacies. At that time three Chinese delegates attended a reception held by the 
South Korean delegation. When asked by South Korean reporters about the possibility 
of personal visits to South Korea, they replied: "That is a good idea. We will 
discuss it on our return to Beijing.” They also reportedly told South Korean 
reporters: "We feel more close affinity with than hostility toward South Korea." 
Moreover, in early December they notified the Japanese semiprofessional Baseball 
Association of their intention to participate in the mid-December General Assembly 
of the Asian Baseball Association to be held in Seoul. 


The change has been observed not just in athletic activities. As the result of 
negotiations between the South Korean and Chinese Red Cross Associations, Koreans 
residing in Liaoning and in Jilin were returned to South Korea last August and 
November respectively for reunions with their families. But not until early 
December did the South Korean Government made this fact public. As for the back- 
ground of South Korea's decision to make the news public, it appears that the 
South Korean side received fairly definite responses from the Chinese side con- 
cerning improvement in Chinese-South Korean relations. 


There are other events showing the increasing closeness of the relationship. 

While on the way back to China, a legal scholar from China's Social Science Institute 
who had been engaged in research at Louisiana State University in the United States, 
attended an international meeting on the Law of the Sea held in Seoul last July. 

At the same time, a foreign wire service reported an unconfirmed story about 

Chinese Government officials secretly visiting South Korea to see steel mills and 
such facilities in 1980. 


Relations have also been improving in the economic realm. Trade through third 
parties, which started around 1975 with Hong Kong as a transit point, has been 
expanding. The question is whether or not this trade has been expanding with the 
approval of both governments. Prior to the Chinese-South Korean trade, South 

Korea and Vietnam had been trading through Japanese trading companies. This 

trade was approved by both governments. The South Korean side sought to trade with 
China in this manner as far back as 3 or 4 years ago and requested the cooperation 
of Japanese trading companies. The Chinese side, however, rejected all overtures. 


But the Chinese side changed its position around 1980 and started to approve this 
type of trade. In the fall of 1980, for example, a contract was signed through 

a Japanese trading company for the export to China of 140,000 black and white TV 
sets manufactured by the Korean Wire Company. The deal had the approval of (the 

then) Koraan Central Intelligence Agency and a Chinese Government agency. Last 
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July a Chinese newspaper, the GUANGDONG DAILY NEWS, reported that the Guangdong 
Grain, Oil, and Food Export and Import Company exported 20 tons of ginger root to 
South Korea through Hong Kong. 


In addition, an employee of a South Korean zaibatsu trading company visited China 
last year with a Souhh Korean passport end discussed with the Chinese side pre- 
parations for direct trade between South Korea and China. Furthermore, there are 
unconfirmed reports of a Chinese ship entering Inchon Harbor in South Korea. The 
ship is said to have entered the military port of Inchon in order to keep its entry 
and departure secret. 


A Product of U.S.-Soviet Detente 


When Kazuo Yatsugi, the senior standing director of the National Policy Study 
Council, visited China in May 1980, he relayed to the Chinese at the request of 
the South Korean side the desire of the ROK Chamber of Commerce to have an ex- 
change with its counterpart in China. But Premier Deng Xiaoping rejected this 
Saying: "We cannot do it now." At that time, Mr Yatsugi also suggested that 
Japanese and Chinese airlines could realize big savings in time and fuel if the 
Japan-China flight route, currently makirg a big detour around the South Korean 
air defense identification zone, was rerouted via Seoul. But the Chinese side did 
mot accept that suggestion. At that time China judged it undesirable, in terms of 
relations with North Korea, to improve relations with South Korea publicly. 


On the other hand, last November South Korea indicated that it would approve flights 
of both Chinese and Japanese commercial airlines over its airspace. In addition, 
North Korea agreed with the International Civil Aviation Organization to open a 
Tokyo-Niigata-Wonsan-Pyongyang-Beijing air route. Although Chinese airlines do not 
fly through South Korean airspace yet, China, Japan, South Korea, and North Korea 
are preparing for an agreement so that Japanese airlines will pass over Seoul and 
Chinese airlines will pass over Pyongyang in the Japan-China route. 


What South Korea is trying to do at present is secretly to dispatch an important 
South Korean to Beijing similar to Kissinger's visit. Both South Korea and China 
possess the means to maintain secrecy. The middleman would be the United States 
instead of Japan, where secrets tend to be leaked easily. It is said that the 
United States has already started to move in this direction. Former Vice President 
Mondale visited Seoul after he visited Beijing last November. The primary subject 
of discussion is said to have been PRC-ROK relations. 


Although the Reagan administration has been taking a tough attitude toward the 

USSR since its inauguration, this year it will supposedly shift U.S. policy toward 
improving relations with the USSR. If this is true, the South Korean position, 
which benefits from a hawkish U.S. position toward the USSR, will be lower. In 
order to compensate fcr its lowered position, South Korea would need to have a 
closer relationship with China. For China, on the other hand, improvement in U.S.- 
USSR relations would mean a decrease in the effectiveness of the China card. In 
addition to coping with these necessities, economic considerations are also involved. 
Closer relations between China and South Korea seem to be in preparation in 
expectation of an improvement in U.S.-USSR relations. Therefore, the progress of 
these relations depends on future U.S.-USSR relations.

[Text] In the raw materials section of the Sunchon Nitrolime Fertilizer Plant, one 
can see a small, new type of sizer which is operating smoothly. It is simple and 
small, but it is far superior to the sizer of older design in its capability and 
efficiency. It plays an important role in maintaining a high production level. 


We have data to prove this. 


The sizer reduces the lime content by 2 percent, saves 20 million kilowatt-hours of 
electricity, and greatly improves the quality of the product. 


The new sizer, which makes a substantial contribution, was developed and built by 
scientists led by Camrade Kim Min-su, who is the leader of the coal dressing research 
team at the Yongdae Branch, Anthracite Mining Engineering Research Institute of 

the Academy of Sciences, and by the engineers of the plant. The responsible function- 
aries at the plant introduced the new machine into the production process and earnestly 
supported and guided its successful use. 


The great leader, Camrade Kim I1-Song, taught us as follows: 


"The success or failure of all enterprises strongly depends on how cadres, the 
leading components of revolution, carry out propaganda work.

Responsible functionaries of the Suncham Nitrolime Fertilizer Plant have always set 
high goals and boldly carried them at. 


They have always operated boldly, whether they were organizing and pushing production 
or accepting the achievements of science and technology. 


A few years ago in early summer, serious discussions tock place ao a technical problem 
at the plant. 


The problem was whether to accept a new sizer into the production process or not. 
The new machine had been devzioped and built by scientists. 


Through the detailed explanation of a middle-aged comrade, Kim Min-su of the Yongdae 
Branch, the leading functionaries and engineers of the plant fully understood that 
the research result was very valuable and would lead to a tremendous success if it 
were successfully introduced in to production process. 


But when the discussiaqm focused on how to introduce the research result into the 
production process, some people hesitated. 


Many functionaries and engineers eagerly proposed that the new sizer be accepted 
right away, but others did not. 


Why did those who had been nodding in an affirmative manner remain silent? 


The respomsible functiqary of the primary level party committee found a serious 
problem when talking to some engineers and functionaries. 


"It will be difficult to introduce a new facility into the cmtinuows production 
process without thorough testing.” 


"We should accept it only after we have finished the heightened production campaign 
and after we have confirmed its reliability." 


The attitude of same people mm the proposal to introduce the new research result 
into the production process was expressed in such words. 


They were afraid that the acceptance of a new, untested scientific research result 
could seriously deter the current production. They were also worried about the con- 
sequences in case the new facility failed after a vast investment in materials and 
man power. 
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The respmsible functiqary deeply believed that he could not quickly accept new and 
timely scientific achievements and technological innovations unless the negative and 
conservative attitude was changed, and he thought of many possibilities. 


It is necessary to boldly accept science and technology in order to successfully 
realize the policies of chucheization, modernizatiqm, and scientific management of 
the people's economy, as proposed by the great leader.

Based qm this idea, the respmsible functimary first kept close contact with the 
engineers to make them fully understand the intentions of the party and convinced 
them that they had to continuously introduce new scientific and technological 
achievements into the producti process in order to keep pace with the fatherland's 
rapid march forward on the basis of the spirit of the urgent battle joined to the 
Chollima. 


"The attitude that the acceptance of new technology could mean a temporary obstacle 
to production or that the acceptance procedure could fail is in itself negative 
and conservative.” 


"We should produce and at the same time aggressively accept new technology.” 


After the responsible functimary firmly made up his mind in this way, gradual changes 
took place among the engineers. 


The engineers began to change their attitude toward introducing new scientific 
results into the production process after they had taken to heart the intentions of 
the party. 


They recognized the problem of accepting a new technology as a serious ideological 
question of whether to mark time or advance forward, and they freed themselves from 
the archaic thought pattern of taking it as a mere technical and administrative 
problem.

The leading functiqmary of the primary level party committee objectively examined 
feasibility, consulted workers and engineers to establish dynamic but realistic 
goals, and grasped the reality of the situatim at the plant.

The functionaries concentrated their efforts on producing sufficient supplies by 
operating the existing sizing facility at full capacity and confirmed that there 
would be enough time to accept the new facility without affecting the production 
even if ome of the production processes failed [during the conversion]. 


After these scientific examinations and ample preparations, the plant sent for the 
sizer from the research branch more than 60 ri [24 km] away. Also, appropriate 
measures were taken to assign competent and experienced engineers to help the 
scientists. 


Soon the roar of outdoor test runs to verify the normal operation of the new sizer 
could be heard from the raw materials section of the plant. 
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Revolutionary Practice Is Required 
To think boldly and to estabiish lofty goals are only the beginning of an enterprise. 


No matter haw bold the goals, me cannot succeed unless the enterprise is carried 
out with a revolutimary spirit. 


This was one of the precious lessons learned through direct experience by the 
functionaries of the plant in accepting the new sizer. 


An accident occurred soon after the plant's conventional sizing facility was boldly 
replaced by a new one designed and built by scientists through long and difficult 
research. 


The sizer, which had been running smoothly, tilted and stopped. Operation of it 
could not continue because of a broken connecting rod, though it was designed to 
withstand vibrating motions. Even the scientists did not foresee this problen. 

Kim Min-su, Ma Hui-chu, and other scientists conducted a difficult search and worked 
hard to find the cause and save the machine. They held tense discussions at the side 
of the machine. To replace the broken parts, it would be necessary to walk a lang 
distance over mountains and work hard to fabricate them. 


In these circumstances, the -functionaries of the plant helped the scientists, 
mobilized technical capabilities, and took the necessary advance measures. 


Tension built on the production line as the reapair efforts repeatedly failed and 
time passed. 


Some of those who had not believed in the success of the operation from the 
beginning claimed that any machine that had to meet precise kinematic requirements 
was impractical for the plant. Some claimed that the old sizer should be put back 
into operation without wasting time on the impractical machine. 


The scientists faced a difficult situation. 


Late qe night, the responsible functionary of the primary level party committee 
visited the site where the sizer was located. 


The scientists who were looking for the cause of the failure at the site told him, 
in a suffering tone, that alternative measures shold be taken. 


"We never believed that things would be easy from the beginning. The path for 
pioneers is always difficult, but it is rewarding. I am not afraid of failures, 
but I am worried about loss of faith.” 


The respmsible functionary decided to encourage the scientists with new vigor and 
courage, to aggressively support their work, and to take measures for the operation 
of the plant. 


From the plant, Comrade Yi Chin-o, a competent and experienced director of engineering, 
and other able engineers were mobilized to aggressively help the scientists. 
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The functionaries and workers of the plant were also encouraged to propose initiatives 
and provide necessary materials and labor in time. 


The measures taken by the primary level party committee consolidated the new 
scientific achievement and played an important role in introducing it into the 
production process. 


Camrade An Ch'ang-mo, who is the leader of a wrk team, found a simple and practical 
solution, which had not been envisaged by anyme else, for an important part. Many 
other innovators were mobilized, and they finally achieved normal and efficient 
operation of the new sizer by using auxiliary facilities.
